With Mail Bags Heaped 


Upon Them. 


Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 17.—Searching 


parties from Sheffield, Stevenson am 
Huntsvillc, Ala., are scouring the coun 
tryside in search of two bandits, who 
»t 1:30 o'clock this morning looted the 
mail car of Southern ruilway train No. 
25, Now York to Memphis, of its reg- 
istered mail. 


The robbers boarded the car at Cave 


Chute, just west of Stevenson and sub- 
jugating the mail 'clerks, rode forty 
miles in the ear, leaving it alter sup- 
ping the train by an emergency signal 
at Stevens Gap, ii blind siding, and tak- 
ing to the woods. The conductor found 
the mail clerks bound and gagged and 
half suffocated under heaped up mail 
bags. The amount of the loot has not 
been determined. 
Passengers were un- 


molested. 


Thirty-four pieces of registered mail 


were taken by the two robbers. Post 
office officials, upon arrival of the train 
this morning, denied that any large 
amount 
of 
valuables 
was 
missing, 


though mail clerks believed the loss 
would amount- to several thousand dol- 
lars.

The bandits boarded the mail car 


while the train was standing at the 
•water tank near Stevenson, Ala., enter- 
ing a half open door. After their order,

himself.

The Campaign and Business. 


However mixed may be the political situation this 


year, one gratifying feature- of the campaign stands out 
strikingly. That is the complete absence of the campaign j 
alarmist—the doleful individual who in years gone by in- 
variably went about with lugubrious cast of countenance 
arguing that business had been utterly stunned by the 
political campaign and predicting that the republic must 
surely hit the rocks in the event the American people per- 
mitted themselves to be deluded by the heresies of the op- 
position and elected the champion of those heresies to the 
presidency of the United States. 


Here in the very midst of the most striking presiden- 


tial campaign in recent years comes no less an authority 
that President James McCrea, of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, and not only declares that the future not only holds 
for us prosperity greater than has ever been enjoyed by 
the nation, but that prosperity is already here. "The 
pnlse of the whole country is beating to the rhythm of hap- 
pier times," is Mr. McCrea's happy manner of expressing 
it. Indeed, the present situation would seem to demon- 
strate that the old-time belief that a presidential campaign 
of necessity meant the temporary wrecking of business 
was mere superstitious moonshine. We believed it be- 
cause everybody had always said it was so. This is the 
first time the country has ever taken the trouble to get on 
the optimistic side of the proposition and not make cither 
politics of business or business of politics. 


. According to the Japanese view of it, General Xogi 


appears to have done the eminently proper thing in com- 
mitting suicide following the death of his cherished friend, 
the emperor. "Which may be all very well from the Japan- 
ese standpoint, but here in America when an official dig- 
nitary who has enjoyed the emoluments of an attractive 
office' passes away, a considerable number of his friends 
and most of his enemies devote their energies to an at- 
tempt to get the job "he has just vacated. 


Governor Wilson's first trip across the state of Indi- 


ana since his nomination at Baltimore must have been 
heart-warming to the democratic nominee. Dispatches 
indicate that at every stop of the Wilson train in Hoosier- 
dom there was in waiting an enthusiastic crowd of Hoosier 
folk to greet the democratic leader, and if there had been 
any suspicion of democratic apathy here. Governor Wil- 
son's rebeption in half a dozen or more Indiana cities cer- 
tainly dispelled it. 


The suggestion of Prof. Louis Dorn, of the park board, 


that Fort Wayne begin the creation of a zoological garden 
is one which is attracting much favorable comment. With 
the development of the city park system, a. zoo would be 
an entirely natural and valuable acquisition to the points 
of interest about the city from its benefit in an educational 
way.
